— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 13 of the National 
Cadet Corps Act, 1948 (31 of 1948), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the National Cadet Corps Rules, 1948, namely: — 

1. These rides may be called the National Cadet Corps (Third Amendment) 
Rules, 1966. 

2. In the National Cadet Corps Rules, 1948, for clauses (a) and (h) of sub- 
rule (2) of rule 42, the following clauses shall respectively be substituted, 
namely:— 

“(a) the Minister of Education in a Slate having a Legislature functioning; 
or the Adviser to the Governor, incharge of the Education portfolio 
in a State where, for the time being, no Legislature is functioning; or 
the Administrator in a Union territory,— who shall be the Chairman 
of the Committee”; 

“(h) three non-official members. of whom one shall be a woman, and another 
shall be a member of the Stric Legislature or a non-official in case 
there is no Leg stature f>. the time being functioning in the State — 
to be nominated annually by the State Government”
